WASHINGTON, May 11.—There la a 


Itrong bell'f In well informed circles in 


Washington that tbe United States will 


have crushed tbe Spanish power in Porto 


Rloo befoie Saturday and will take pos- 


session of the island as soon as troopa can 


be rushed to the support of Admiral 
Sampson's squadron. Tbe admiral is ap- 
proaching Porto Rico, and if tha reported 
return of the Cape Verde Sect to Cadiz 
proves true, be may be ordered to turn 
bis guns loose on tbe fortifications of San 
Juan without further delay. 


It is said the batterlei at San Juan can 


be silenced without great danger to 
Sampson s tqualron, which has cannon 
of mnrh longer range than those ot tbe 
Spaniards. 


By capturing San Juan and seizing tbe 


coal supply the Spanish navy would be 
left without a bate ot supplies on tbla 
aide of tbe Atlantic, and some strategists 
.argue that under aucb circumstances it 
would hardly venture acrote the ocean 
with the small but dangerous torpedo 
boat* and torpedo Boat destroyers. They 
would have to be accompanied by a col- 
lier, whose slowness would greatly ham- 
per tbe fleet, and tbe destruction of the 
collier would leave the small boats help- 
lias and thousands of mile* from coal. 


Admiral Sampson hat been using the

MITER MADE OF IVORY. 


Present Received fcy t*« 
Bishop ot London. 


Their las just been presented to the 


>i&hop of London a miter which is the 
snly one of its kind in the world. It is 
ot burnished ivory, witlh. gx>ld orphreys, 
)n the plaques or plates are written in 
jure leaf gold the words: "Holiness to 
,he Lord" in Hebrew, Greek, Latin and 
English. These words, it will be re- 
membered, w ere ordered to be written 
on Aaron's miter—as it is described In 
Sxodus 28:39. The Hebrew and the 
Snglish are on tlhe front platen. The 
ining is of crimson corded silk and tflie 
apels are the same, covered with clolh 


gold, each bearing a Greek cross of 


Ihin ivory. Otherwise there is no 
uironmenifc whatever, and the 
effect 


ftneraJly is at once plain and rich. 
The shapes of miters have varied 
;hrough the nges. There seems to be 
Ittle doubt tfhat the original linen miter 
Described for Aaron was a fillet of 
inen. But in Exodus 39 it is ordered: 
Thou shalt put the miter upon his 
itad, and put the holy crown upon the 
miter." So that tbe effect of the OTtg 
nal "high priest's miter was that of a 
Illet with a crown superposed. And BO 
t has been since the Christian church 
adopted miters—there has been His 
Illet and the crown. In the eastern 
ctarch the crow1} (has almost concealed 
the fillet. 


Miters in the west have been of va« 


rious shapes. The papal tiara is a thrice- 
crowned miter. The Celtic and old'Bnp 
ish form Is much lower than tlhatpre* 
vailing1 generally in the west. The best 
known type of the former is the Lim- 
erick miter—whose lines have been her* 
tallowed—which has been engraved 
Itmea untold. Miters have been of linen, 
Bf silk, of gold and silver, and all these 
>lain or jeweled. It does not appear to 
lave occurred to anybody until thii 
year to make one of ivory. Unexpected 
Kfficulties arose, but tlhey were over- 
come by a little ingenuity and care',

An unfortunate instance has been re-> 


eently given here of the gulf thatatUl 
separates the papal party and the king- 
ly party, socially as well as politically. 
An extremely rich foreign countess, 
vfbo has many friends both among the 
Blacks and Whites, and who is noted 
for the costliness of her cotillon pres- 
ents, sent out cards for weekly dancea, 
for the whole of the season. The first 
dance passed off brilliantly, the rooms 
being crowded with people of every va- 
riety of opinion. Before the nert dance' 
took place it was rumored that the 
count of Turin would be present, with 
the result that few of the blacks put; 
in an appearance. The following week: 
the general attendance was so small 
that the hostess has made the royal ball' 
at the Quirinal the excuse for not re- 
ceiving this week, and has gone to Flor- 
ence to nurse a sick sister, without, I 
am told, giving any intimation that her 
receptions are discontinued. 
Seeing, 


that her position in Borne was assured,' 
the lady in question has some grounds 
for the indignation she is said to feel, 
since, being a foreigner, her palace was 
neutral ground. 


Some years ago a similar incident 


happened to an American woman who 
had been honored by the appearance of 
the duke of d'Aosta at one of her balls.1 
She had issued invitations for a second 
ball, but before it took place she learned 
that the presence of the duke had 
caused much senseless gossip among 
the pontifical Romans, and that a great 
many people who had accepted her hos- 
pitality were publicly giving out that 
they did not intend to go to her house 
again. The woman took no notice of 
the rumors, but on the nightof the ball, 
when 200 or 300 carriages drove up to 
the door, their occupants were informed 
that "Madame did not receive." Ifor 
did she ever entertain the Ho mans again. 


The foreign hostess in Home is cer- 


tainly in a position of great diffioulty. 
If she receives royalty the black party 
Refuse to attend her parties, and where 
the blacks, among whom are the noblest 
and oldest Roman families, do not ap- 
pear many of the whites, and certainly 
all the lesser fry, have a trick of shrug- 
ging their shoulders and saying that 
the woman whose hospitality ttey are 
enjoying "cannot be bien vue because 
there are so few Romans here." Once 
In awhile such hostesses retort by clos- 
ing their doora on blacks and whites 
alike, and either shake the dust of tho 
Eternal city from their feet or satisfy 
their hospitable instincts by entertain- 
ing the foreign colony; but every win- 
ter there are one or more instances of 
the kind. If either the blacks or 'the 
whites had a definite line of action 
these contretemps—which undoubtedly 
give foreigners the opportunity of crit- 
icisms the reverse of favorable—would 
not occur. But in soeiety, as in every 
other department of Italian life, the old 
is struggling against the influence of 
the new, and these recrudescences of 
the bitter division between the pope's 
followers, and those of the king are 
really the old spirit reasserting itself. 
If the present representatives of the 
black party rigidly keep aloof from tha 
society which was not solely of the 
pope's side, as did their fathers, » for- 
eigner living in Eome, whose sympa- 
thies were not wholly papal, would 
ne*er be admitted within their circle. 
Time will probably bring about the de- 
sired fusion, but in the meantime it 
is distinctly hard on foreign hostesses 
—without whom the winter season for 
the Romans would be shorn of much 
ot its brilliancy and gayety—that the 
present distinctly chaotic state of 
things should lead to their humiliation, 
—London Telegraph.

There are few things more aggravat- 


ing to a busy housekeeper who has 
but one servant or possibly no servant 
than tbe interruption of her work dur- 
ing the precious morning hours by a 
thoughtless caller. The hours of the 
day before one o'clock in the after, 
noon are the legitimate work hours of 
every housekeeper, and should not ba 
Interrupted by callers. Most women 
who have 'housework to do, and the 
care of a family, however busy they 
are la the morning, eit down in the 
afternoon, with their sewing and are 
glad to tee company at that time. 
The rooms have now been set at rights, 
and the heaviest meal of the day is 
usually over. 


Sensible women, fn case of untimely 


callers, do not stand on ceremony, but 
Invite their callers into the kitchen or 
wherever their work leads them, and 
go on with it. The person who assume* 
Intimacy enough to make a morning 
call on a busy housewife cannot ex- 
pect her visit to be considered cere- 
moniously. It requires some courage 
to invite a visitor, wtoo says she has 
only stopped for a moment, into the 
kitchen, but there are occasions when 
nothing else can be done. The charac- 
ter of the individual must be taken into 
consideration. Some visitors do really 
stop a moment. There are certain vis. 
itors who come merely to while away 
the time, and their minutes usually 
mean hours. It will not do to spend 
the valuable morning without work in 
their society. It may be that they 
will be offended, though no sensible 
woman should be. It matters little in 
comparison with the mischief they will 
accomplish if allowed to use np th« 
valuable time which should be devoted 
to the work of morning, and turn the 
system of the house topsy-turvy. When 
it becomes known that a housekeeper 
Is too much occupied in the morning, 
and cannot sit down with acaller, sensi- 
ble women will limit their visits to 
afternoon. Callers come because th» 
housewife site down to receive them, 
and does not go on with her work or 
excuse herself.

HOW LACES ARE NAMED. 


Deilarn of Pattern and ILocalltj- of 


Manufacture Make the Distinction. 
The nomenclature of lace is decided 


by certain peculiarities of pattern, 
mesh or stitches that belong to certain 
localities, and it is retained even when 
those localities have long ceased to pro- 
duce their distinctive 
fabrications. 


Valenciennes has not for many years 
wrought the laces that bear its name, 
their manufacture having long sine* 
been transferred to Ypres, Belgium; 
while the Cliaatilly laoes are all made 
at Bayeux. 


The finest French laces are made In 


Normandy; the cheaper ones com* 
from the Auvergne, which woe the 
first French province to produce pil- 
low-lace. Bayeux, with her tributary 
surroundings, is the largest and best 
producer of black laces; her Chantillj 
Is "par excellence," the finest ever 
made. Caen is also a center for black 
laces. Normandy produces good black 
and white blondes. Guipures are mad« 
In the Auvergne, but the finest com* 
from the Vosges. Mirecourt furnishen 
fine point and pillow lace. Brussels 
furnishes most of the Belgian needle- 
points, though E. Flanders, Brabant 
and Hainaut now supply large quanti- 
ties. The old laces for which Binche, 
Bruges and Flaadera were once so 
celebrated are no longer tlie mode, 
though' still much prized by connois- 
seurs. This te also true of Malines, or 
Mechlin, lace and Valenciennes, though 
the latter is returning to favor. Bruges 
makes a roundi mesh valencienraes, not 
BO beautiful as the lozenge ground, and 
coarser qualities come from Courtrai 
and different parts of Flanders. Lille1 
and Valenciennes formerly belonged to 
the Netherlands, which accounts for 
their early proficiency in lace-making, 


Flemish guipures are noted for their: 


excellence. The Belgian and French 
laces are the finest, in point of fabrica- 
tion, in the world. Paris is, to a large 
cxterut, an emporium for Belgian lace*; 
she Li the birthplace of fashions and 
novelties, and dictates lace designs, 
keeping alive emulation and rewarding 
merit through her society of decorative 
Irts. To France must be accorded the 
palm for black laces, while Belgium 
may claim it for the vaporous fineness 
of her points, nothing equaling in 
ethereal delicacy her famous point de 
gaze.—Orlena L. Shackleford, in Wom- 
an's Home Companion.

Something; About the Survival of •& 


Old CnMtont Amonff the French 


Peuaatrr, 


To keep score and to keep tally art 


common enough phrases, but few ot 
the ardent boys and girls who keep the 
score of axi exciting game of baseball 
and, afterward compare ecore cards to 
eee if their records tally have any idea 
whence these two words are derived. 


Originally tiey were exact synonyms; 


a score being a scar or notch upon a 
tally stick, while tally comes directly 
from the French tailler, to cut, whittle 
or notch. The use of tally sticks, one 
would think, must belong either to re- 
i .ote antiquity or to regions beyond 
civilization and its 
accompanying 


school arithmetics; yet such is by no 
means the case. That It still survives 
in rural France is &tte&ted by a writer 
In a recent English magazine. 


Sitting axnonig a group of blue- 


bloused peasants before the fireplace of 
a country inn, the landlady of which 
also conducted the village bakery, he 
noticed hanging from the mantel two 
great bundles of sticks. 
Examining 


them, he found that each rod was about 
18 inches in length and was epllt up 
more than three-quarters of its length, 
the split portion being covered with 
notches, while upon the handle was In- 
scribed a name. The mistress of the 
inn observed him puzzling over these 
mysterious objects and, coming to his 
side, {rooil-naturedly explained that 
they were tallies, and that all the bak- 
ery accounts of the house were kept in 
that manmer. 


"Every customer was provided with 


a hazel stick split through the greater 
part of its length and with his name 
written on the handle. The split-off 
piece of wood was retained by the cus- 
tomer; the principal stick by tie baker. 
When the customer desired a loaf or 
two he came to the shop with his stick. 
It was placed in, connection with the 
piece from which it had been originally 
token and then with a knife a note's, 
was cut at the point of conlact'on each 
side, so as to mark botb pieces of wood. 
When one side has Uecn thus scored 
full the score was carried to the other 
junction. As soon as the account was 
paid the tally stick was thrust into the 
fire." 


The visitor carried away a tally as a 


curiosity, but on showing it at home 
was surprised to learn that a farmer's 
wife in his own. neighborhood kept her 
accounts for butter a.nd milk on a 
notched stick. She did not, however, 
employ the checking system of th* 
split-off piece—R system which, simple 
and old-fashioned as it is, renders, falsi- 
fication on either side impossible. 


Records of elections were kept on 


tally sticks until 1S26 in the English 
house of commons, and an overheated 
gtove in which useless and discarded tal- 
lies were being burned, in 1834, started a 
conflagration which destroyed both 
houses of parliament,—Pittsburgh DI»- 
patch.

GOVERNORS OF STATES. 


ji Cfcjtn«e« Md CoatnjrU la 


ExlittBi; Political Ooaditlmu 


Throughout the CB!OB. 


There are 45 Elates in the union, and 


heretofore those in the west and north- 
west have usually had republican and 
those in the south and southwest have 
usually had democratic governors, while 
the Pacific states and the middle stales 
have oscillated, the two parties winning 
alternately. New England has generally 
been republican, though in recent years 
Massachusetts, Ehode Island and Con- 
necticut, the three southern New Eng- 
land states, have had several demo- 
cratic governors. At the present time 
these conditions are totally changed. 


Three states, previously overwhelm' 


ingly democratic—Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland—have all of them 
republican governors. On the Pacific 
party lines are much mixed. California 
has a democratic governor, and so has 
Washington, though Washington is 
strongly republican. Oregon has a re< 
publican governor, and Nevada has a 
free silverite governor. In a> strip of 
territory stretching from the Missouri 
to the Itocky mountains, and including 
the three stateslof Nebraska, Kansas 
and Colorado—a region settled original- 
ly by New England men and their fami- 
lies—there are no republican governors, 
There is a democrat at the head of af- 
fairs in Colorado, and there are popu- 
list governors in Nebraska and Kansas. 
Jsorth Dakota has a republican gov- 
ernor; South Dakota has a democrat. 
Utah, lying midway between Colorado 
and Oregon, has a republican governor, 
though in the presidential election of 
1896 Bryan polled more than 80 per cent. 
of the "entire vote of the btate. New 
Jersey, which almost uniformly from 
the beginning of the civil war, had a 
democratic, has now a republican gov- 
ernor, and North Carolina, which has al- 
most uniformly, been democratic, has a 
republican governor. All the states of 
the Ohio valley, including Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, have now republican gov- 
ernors. So have Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan, and one of the most surprising 
manifestations of the caprice of party 
sentiment and preference is this—that 
In Illinois, long a close state, the re- 
publican majority at the last election, 
for governor was 113,000 votes, whereas 
Minnesota, which since its admission 
into the union, in 1658, has been solidly 
republican, gave the presentrepublican 
governor a majority of only 3,600. 
There is a democratic governor in Dela- 
ware. Idaho has a democratic governor, 
Montana a populist governor, and Wy- 
oming a republican governor, yet these 
three states have interests almost iden- 
tical, the character and pursuits of their 
Inhabitants are about the same, and the 
Issues which separate the voters are 
alike. Missouri, Arkansas and Texas 
have democratic governors, and Vir- 
ginia continues to adhere to the demo- 
cratic column by a lead so large that the 
republicans did not deem It necessary 
to make a nomination at tie last state 
election, notwithstanding the fact that 
North Carolina to the south, Kentucky 
and West Virginia to the west, and 
Maryland to the north of Virginia, have 
all of them republican governors. 


The states which choose governors 


this year are New York, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Alabama, Arkansas, 
California, 
Colorado, 
Connecticut, 


Georgia, Idaho, Kansas, Maine, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ne-s ada, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Rhodp Island, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Texas, Vermont, Wisconsin and Wyom- 
ing.—N. Y. Sun. 


THE PIPE FACE. 


ft 19 Claimed to De a» Vlnible and 


Dlitlnct lu the Often-Noted 


Bicycle Face. 


It is declared that the constant habit 


of smoking pipes has a perceptible ef- 
fect upon the face. "The pressure of 
the lips to hold the pipe in position in- 
creases the curvature of the lips round 
the stem and the muscles become more 
rigid here than in other parts. Thus 
the lips at certain points become 
stronger, and the pipe is unconsciously 
held in the same habitual position. 
After long continuation of the habit 
Email circular \\rinkles form parallel 
with the curvature of the lips around 
the stem.. These are crossed by finer 
lines causefl by the pressure of the lips 
to retain the stem in position. 


In the case of old men who have 


smoked a pipe for years the effect upon 
the lips is very marked, not only alter- 
ing the form of the lips but of one en- 
tire side of the face, causing the 
wrinkles that are the result of age to 
deepen, and, instead of following the 
natural course of facial wrinkles, to 
change their course so as to radiate 
from the part of tlje mouth where the 
pipe is habitually carried.
